With respect to independent claim 1. the following is an examiner's statement 

of reasons for allowance: There is no teaching or suggestion in prior art to provide a 

poly plate, connected to a memory transistor and current injector in different rows, that 

is capacitively coupled to a word line. 

With respect to independent claim 20, the following is an examiner's statement 

of reasons for allowance: There is no teaching or suggestion in prior art to provide a 

poly plate, connected to a memory transistor and current injector in different rows, that 

is capacitively coupled to a word line. 

With respect to independent claim 21, there is no teaching or suggestion in 

prior art to a single word line selecting two memory cells where simultaneously a write 

operation is performed on the first cell and an erase operation is performed on the 

second cell.

Takashina et al. show a flash memory with memory cell arrays divided into 
blocks that can perform an erase operation on one block while reading or writing to 
another block. 

Kowalski shows simultaneously programming the niemory cells of one word line 
and erasing the memory cells of another word line.
